Unfortunately,  I can't  come  to  Dale 

Farm  on  Sunday  as  I'll  have  grandchildren 

with  me  that  day-  Of  course  you'd  be 

very  welcome  to  come  over  to  Colchester,  with 

Michael  {it  takes  about  45  minutes)  if  that 

would  be  useful  or  necessary* 

I'm.  very  encouraged  to  know  that  you  are  coming 
down  and  that  progress  is  being  made  on  the 
Twin  Oaks  case. 

I presume  there  is  no  date  yet  for  the 
Judicial  Review-  The  big  planning  inquiry 
for  40  yards  starts  on  27  February.  The  ten  inner 
yards,  as  you'll  know,  have  been  given  another 
12  months. 

As  this  will  not  be  long  enough  to  get  the 
proposed  Pit sea  site  ready  (if  this  comes  to 
anything),  the  planning  representatives  will  be 
asking  for  a two  year  extension  (as  you  figured 
they  could)* 

Meanwhile,  I’m  going  ahead  with  the  RED  WHEELS 
FESTIVAL  in  Basildon  on  8 April,  (Roma  Nation  Day 
across  Europe)  featuring  Michael  Collins  and 
his  play.
